The Last Hope to Evade the 
Jury Removed To-Day. 


State Senator Ketchum, Andrew F. Blong, 
Henry Mullaney, Patrick F. Golden, Ed. 
E. Guion, John W. Chamberlain and John 
E. Kelly Must Go to Trialin the United 
States District Court on Charges of Cor- 
rupting the Registration Lists Last No- 
vember—Judge Thayer Delivers a Care- 
fully Prepared Decision in the Election 
Fraud Cases—Full Text of the Opinion. 


Judge Thayer to-day removed the last prop 
on which Deputy-Sheriff Jos. O'Connor, State- 
Senator Fountain H. Ketchum, Andrew F. 
Blong, Henry Muilaney, John E. Kelly, J. W. 
Chamberlain, Patrick F. Golden, Ed E. Guion 
and their assistants in the election frauds of 
last November had built their hopes to 
escape the trials which have proved so 
unfortunate to Egan, Prendergast and Stanley. 
When the new indictments were framed 
against the parties accused of corrupting the 
registration lists they endeavored to escape 
trial by taking the broad ground before the 
Court that they had not violated any law. The 
points raised involved some important princi- 
ples of the law concerning the ballot-box, on 
which the Court gave the following clear and 


ositive opinion to-day:

This is an indictment under the third clause 
of Section 5,512 of the Revised Statutes a

the United States any person knowingly per- 
sonates and registers or attemptsto register 
inthe name of any person whether living, 
dead or ficticious, or fraudulently registers, 
or fraudulently attempts to register, not 
having a lawful right so todo, or does any 
unlawful act to secure registration ffor him- 
self or any other person * * * shall be 
punished as prescribed in the preceding 
section,’’ 

The first count of the indictment charges in 
substance that at a registration for a Con- 
gressional etection-to be held in the Nfuth 
Congressionul District of the State of Missouri 
in November, 1886, the defendant, in order to 
secure registration for one Victor Balm asa 
voter at said Congressional election, did un 
lawfully and faisely write on the registration 
book then being used by the duly ap- 
pointed and qualified Recorder of Voters 
of the Tenth Ward of the City of 
St. Louis, within said Congressional 
District the name of said Victor Baim, whereby 
itwas made to appear on said registration 
book that said Victor Balm had applied to 
said Recorder of voters for registration and 
had taken the oath required of persons seek- 
ing registration; whereas in truth andin fact 
he had neither applied for registration or 
taken the oath in that behalf required, as the 
said defendant well knew. 

There are twenty-one counts of like tenor to 
the foregoing, wherein the defgndant is ac- 
cused of unlawfully and falsely writing the 
names ofas many different persons on the 
registration book forthe purpose of securing 
registration for such persons. 

1. One objection madeto the indictment is 
that it does not show by any proper averment 
that the persons mentioned in the various 
counts of the indictment for whom registra- 
tion was sought were actual persons. 

It appears to the Court that this objection to 
the indictmentis without merit. The count 
charges in effect that in order to secure regis- 
tration for one Victor Balm the defendant 
wrote the name of said Victor Balm in the 
registration book. The 17 — inference 
from such language is that Victor Balm, whose 
name wasso written, was a real and not a 
fictitious person, and that the unlawful act 
complained of was committed to secure to said 
Balm (he being an actual person) an oppor- 
tunity to vote, although he had not duly reg- 
istered as the law requires. 

The same remark will apply to all the other 
counts. 

If the names embraced in the various counts 
are not names of real persons, but are fictitious 
names, and the same were written on the regis- 
tration book to give persons not namedin the 
indictment an opportunity to vote under such 
fictitious names, then the pleader has not cor- 
rectly stated his case, and proof of such facts 
would not support the indictment, inasmuch as 
the indictment avers that the act was commit- 
ted with a different intent—that is to say. to se- 
cure registration for actual persons whose 
names are therein mentioned, 

2. The next objection to the indictment is 
more important and involves a question of 
some difficulty. The only unlawful act 
charged to have been committed by the de- 
fendant consists in writing the names of 
various persons in the registration book while 
the same was in use for the purpose of regis- 
tration by the Revarder of Voters for the 
Tenth Ward of the Oit St. Louis, Mo. 

It is insisted that the mere writing of the 
names of certain persons in the registration 
book under the circumstances alleged is not 
an unlawful act; thatthe act in question is 
neither malum in se nor malum prohibitun, 
nor such an act as would enable any person to 
maintain a civil action for the doing 
of the same, and consequently that 
it cannot be regarded as unlaw- 
ful. It may be conceded that an act is not un- 
lawful unless it falls within one of the three 
classes last mentioned, and inasmuch as it is 
not claimed that the acts described in the 
various counts of the indictment are malum in 
se or that any individual could maintain a 
civil suit in consequence thereof, the point to 
be determined is practically whether such acts 
have been prohibited by statute.

They contain the only authentic evidence of 
the persons entitled to exercise the elective

be kept in the custody of public officers, to- 
wit, the Recorder of Voters and his deputies, 
and penalties are defined for defacing or 
mutilating the same and for permitting the 
same to pass out of such custody. Persons 
desiring to be registered are required to go in 

rson before the Recorder of Voters or be- 
ore the Deputy Recorder of the ward where 
the applicant resides, and take the oath that 
ey have not registered elsewhere; 
that they have given their true names an 
place of residence,and until such oath has been 
taken the Recorder of Voters is not authorized 
to enter the applicant’s name on the registra- 
tion book or allow it to be so entered. 

Furthermore, it is declared to bea — it 
any person wilifully or — rocures his 
name to be placed on the registration book 
without being entitled to have it placed there, 
and the first step in that direction isto take 
the oath above-mentioned, which, of course, 
involves a personal appearance of the voter 
before the registration officer. Taken to- 
gether, the  foregoin statuto pro- 
visions necessarily exclude the idea that 
the names of persons may be lawfully 
written in a registration book in any 
other manner than that prescribed by the 
statute. It would, be a strange result if an in- 
dividual other than the registration officer 
might without violating the law write the 
names of divers and sundry posers in the 
registration book who had neither appeared 
before the officer or taken the oath after the 
1 has given such oareful directions 
as to the manner in which names of voters 
shall be entered therein and more especially 
would such an inference seem to be erroneous, 
bearing in mind the fact that such books are 
public records and the uses for which they are 
designed. I accordingly conclude that the in- 
dlotment in its various counts charges the de- 
fendant with the commission of acts wuich 
were clearly unlawful. 

It was not contended on the argument of the 
demurrer in the sense that the acts in ques- 
tion must be unlawiul in the sense that the 
statutes of the State or of the United States 
have declared the same to be either misde- 
meanors or felonies. It was conceded, as 1 
understood connsel, that the word unlawful 
was used in its ordinary sense to signify an 
act that is simply contrary to law, and such I 
understand to be the meaning of the word as 
employed in section 5,512. 

8. It is furthermore suggested that the un- 

lawful act referred to in section 5,512 must 
be some act which is unlawful under the 
laws of the United States. and also that 
the indictment stated no offense because the 
mere writing of names on the registration 
book has no tendency to secure registra- 
tion for the persons whose names are 80 
written. The first of these objections 
is answered dy the case of ex parte 
Seebold, 100 U. S., 871,in which it was held that 
Congress has powerto impose penalties for 
violating State election laws in case of an 
election held pursuant to such laws for the 
election of representative in Congress; and in 
point of fact many of the penalties imposed by 
sections 5,511 and 5,512, Revised Statutes of the 
United States, are for violations of State elec- 
tion laws, or at least the offenses therein de- 
scribed must be determined by reference to 
local election laws. With respect to 
the second objection it is sufficient 
to say that the writing of a person's 
name on a registration book has, in my opin- 
ion, a marked tendency to secure registration 
for such person or persons, It is true that the 
fraud may be discovered by the registration 
officer or the Board of Revision if proper 
diligence is exercised, but the tendency of the 
act to secure a registration for the person 
whese name is so written that will be effectual 
y con- 
clusion is that the demurrer to the indictment 
is not well taken and thatthe same should be 
overruled. 
The cases against Ketchum, 5 O' Con- 
nor, Guion, Mullaney, Kelly, Golden and 
Chamberlain all involved the same ints 
and are all decided by the views given above. 
The cases are docketed for the 138th inst., 
when ajury will be in attendance to try the 
election fraud cases exclusively.

850,000 Each—Other Contributors—Needs 
of the Institution—Proposed Additions.

DENIED BY BISMARCKH. 


Some Sensational Diplomatic Dispatches— 
Fear of War in 1890. 
‘Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lonpon, June2.—Some sensation has deen 
caused by the publication of Gen. Leflos’ dis- 
patches in the Figaro, which are intended 
to show that Germany deliberately 
sought, in 1875, to make war on 
France, but was only restrained 
by the intervention of Gortchakoff and 
Alexander II. The answer to these is given in 
Bismarck’s organ, which publishes the dis- 
patches of Prince Reuss, the German Ambas- 
sador to St. Petersburg. These show 
that the alarm arose entirely from 
Lefios’ excitable mind and that Russia took 
no part wnfriendly to Germany. On the whole, 
France shows up badly in the correspondence. 
Curiously enough, the nervousness in France 
is in no way abated, and the talk is everywhere 
of a war in 1890, and the fear of a provocation 
by Bismarck is almost as great as it was in 
1875. 


THE LATE PRINCE IMPERIAL. 


A Requiem Mass Celebrated at Chiselhurst 
Yesterday—Queen Victoria’s Tribute.

LONDON, June 2.—A requiem mass in com- 
memoration of the death of the late Prince 
Imperial of France, was celebrated at 
Chiselhurst, yesterday, by Mgr. Goddard, and 
was attended by a large congregation, in- 
cluding Prince Lucien Bonaparte. A telegram 
dated Devonport, Spain, was received from the 
Empress Eugenie, whois on her way home 
from Naples, saying that in consequence of 
the boat’s delay in reaching England, she was 
unfortunately unable to attend the service. 
The Queen sent a wreath of flowers which was 
placed on the Prince’s coffin. The following 
inscription in the Queen’s handwriting was 
attached to the wreath: Souvenir d' 
affection pourle juin, de Victoria, Ret I.’’ 
It will be remembered that the unfortunate 
Prince met his death at the hands of the Zulus 
on June 1, 1879.

Promises a Row at the City Hall-Muni- 


Street Commissioner Turner to-day sud - 
mitted to Mayor Francis a draft of con- 
tracts into Which the city will enter for the 
sprinkling of the streets. He will probably 
submit the provisions to the Board of Public 
Improvements to-morrow, as at the former 
discussion of the subject the Board did 
not agree on some of the minor 
points in the wording of the contracts. 
The Assistant Street Commissioner and a force 
of draughtsmen are closeted in the third story 
at the City Hall preparing maps of the forty 
districts into which the city will be divided in 
accordance with the provisions of the ordi- 
nance. They are also preparing figures on 
which the consracts will be let. The Board is 
determined not to permit the contracts 
to be let at exorbitant figures, as 
it is feared the present contractors 
will insome instances league together and 
only submit very large bids for the work. The 
contracts cannot be awarded for ten days 
alter the publication of the letting. The con- 
tractor then has three days, with a privilege 
of extension to eighteen days, which is in- 
variably used, for furnishing the required bond. 
These contracts will then be submitted to 


the Council for the approval of that body, a 
roceeding which will occupy four or five 
aya. This will consume the time between 

now and July 16, at which date the experiment 

Will de inaugurated, if the contractors do not 

succeed in pooling so effectually as to close 

out reasonable bidders. 


Improving Easton Avenue. 


To-morrow the Board of Public Improve- 
ments will consider petitions for the improve- 
ment of Easton avenue, between Goode ave- 
nue and King’s highway. This is preparatory 
to laying a cable conduit alon 

avenue. When President Wals 

of the Citizens’ Railway Company 
obtained a franchise for his road, % was for a 
line from King’s highway to Fourth street. 
On examining the ground the engineer re- 
ported that it would be unwise to lay a cable 
along Easton avenue further west than Good 
avenue, as the street was not improved suff 
ciently. The representatives of the company 
then waited on Col. Flad, who said the im- 
provements could not be made unless the 
exeess was provided for. Petitions were 
then circulated and provision made for pay- 
ing the cost of the improvement beyond the 
amounts legally assessable against the prop- 
erty. n the Ast the matter 
will have a public hearing before the 
Board. As the improvements proposed 
will merease the value of the property along 
the avenue, the Board does not anticipate 
much opposition the plan. The proposition 
to give a continuous cable connection from 
King’s highway to Fourth street is welcome 
to the residents of Cote Brilliante, who have 
long complained of the transportation facili- 
ties afforded them in the past. 


Opposing the Cable Extension. 


This afternoon the Council Committee on 
Railtoads met in executive session to consider 
the cable extension bill. The promoters of 
the bill were in the minority at the hearing 


yesterday afternoon. A large delega- 
tion of citizens rotesting against the 
grant of a franchise for an extension 
of the Cable road to Forest Park was present. 
Mr. Tredway explained that the fact that the 
company had purchased broad-guage ties was 
of no significance as there was no 
intention to run a broad-guage railway 
into the city over that line.

WHAT NIHILISM MEANS. 


Patriotic Sentiments With Which Wendell 
Phillips Shocked Harvard College. 


Extract from Address Delivered June 30, 1881. 

Nihilism the righteous and honorable 

aslight | resistance of a people crushed under an 
light of iron rule. Nihilism is evidence of life. 
When ‘‘order reigns in Warsaw” it is 
spiritual death. Nihilism is the last 
weapon of victims choked and manacled 
beyond all other resistance. It is 
crushed humanity’s only means of 
making the oppressor tremble. God 
means that unjust power shall be 
insecure; and every move of the giant, 
prostrate in chains, whether it be to lift a 
single dagger or stir a city’s revolt, is a 
lesson in justice. One might well trem- 
ble for the future of the race if such des- 
oa could eXist without provoking the 
loodiest resistance. I honor Nihilism, 
since it redeems human nature from 
the suspicion of being utterly vile, 
made up only of heartless oppres- 
sors and contented’ slaves. very 
line in our histofy, every interest of civil- 
ization, bids us rejoice when the tyrant 
grows pale and the slave rebellious. We 
cannot but pity the suffering ofany human 
‘being, however richly deserved; but such 
pity must not confuse our moral sense. 
umanity gains. Chatham rejoiced when‘ 
our fathers rebelled. For every single rea- 
son they alleged Russia counts a 
hundred, each one ten times bitterer 
than any Hancock or Adams could give. 
Sam Johnson’s standing toast in Oxford 
port was, ‘‘Success to the first insurrec- 
tion of slaves in Jamaica’’—a sentiment 
Southey echoed. ‘‘Eschew cant,’’ said 
that old moralist. But of all the cants 
that are canted in this canting world, 
though the cant of piety may be the worst, 
the cant of Americans bewailing Russian 
Nihilism is the most disgusting. 

I know what reform needs, and all it 
needs in a land where discussion is free, 
the press untrammeled, and where public 
halls protect debate. There, as Emerson 
says, ‘‘what the tender and poetic youth 
dreams to-dav and conjures up with in- 
articulate speech is to-morrow the vocif- 
erated result of public opinion, and 
the day after is the charter of na- 
tions.“ Lieber said in 1870: Bismarck 
proclaims to-day in the Diet the very 
principles for which we were hunted and 
exiled fifty years ago.“ Submit to risk 
your daily bread, expect social ostracism, 
count on a mob now and then, de in 
earnest, don’t equivocate, don’t excuse 
don’t retreat a single inch,’’ and you will 
finally be heard. 

In such a land heis doubly and trebly 
guilty who, exceptin some most extreme 
— disturbs the sober rule of law and 
order. 

But such is not Russia. In Russia there 
is no press, no debate, no explanation of 
what government does, no remonstrance 
allowed, no itation of public issues. 
Dead silence, like that which reigns at 
the summit of Mont Bianc, freezes the 
whole empire, long ago described as ‘‘a 
despotism tempered by assassination.’’

PARLIAMENTARY RESPONSIBILITY. 

The present situation in France is 
fraught with sinister possibilities to which 
our system, with all of its disadvantages 
and drawbacks, is not exposed. When 
we see a ministry turned out by an ad- 
verse vote- of the people's immediate rep- 
resentatives and the chief executive ob- 
liged either to form a new ministry in 
harmony with the popular branch of the 


| Legislature, or to-submit the questions at 


issue directly to the people by sending 
their representatives back to the people 
for re-election, asin England or France, 
we are apt to concede that this looks 
more democratic than the system under 
which our President may retain an un- 
popular Cabinet and for four years exert 
the whole moral influence of the Admin- 
istration against the policies supported 
by a majority of the House or of the en- 
tire Congress. 

But on the other hand we have no House 
of Lords, no life Senators, no branch of 
the Legislature independent of the pop- 
ular willand yet with power to obstruct 
the will of the House for any great length 
of time. The latter body cannot be dis- 
solved. Theregular election of its mem- 
bers every two years and the re-election 
of one-third of the Senate every two 
years insurea regular, continuous and 
sufficiently frequent reference of all 
pending questions to the ballot-box. 
Aside from the limited veto power by 
which the President can defeat any legis- 
lation enacted by less than a two-thirds 
vote, the responsibility for legislation 
rests wholly on the men elected as legis- 
lators, and the responsibility for the en- 
forcement of the laws rests wholly on the 
executive, who also acts under the re- 
sponsibility of an election of President by 
the people every four years. 

Under this system we havea stability 
which operates as a sufficient check upon 
the influence of sudden popular excite- 
ments and frenzies, but a stability which 
has never yet proved a permanent obsta- 
cle to the operation of the settled judg- 
ment and will of the people. If the En- 
glish system of parliamentary responsi- 
bility works practically to a slower but 
ultimate obedience to the will of the peo- 
ple it does so by the force of circum- 
stances outside of the Constitution, and 
by the consent of a House of Lords wield- 
ing an hereditary veto power independent 
of any appeal to the ballot-box. Asto the 
French imitation of the English system 
of mingling executive and legislative 
responsibility, it has already produced 
several crises of a dangerous character, 
and has developed neither stability with 
ultimate popular acquiescence, on the 
one hand, nor a prompter deference than 
is paid by our Government to the popular 
will. The resignation of McMAHON alone 
prevented a revolution as the result of the 
stand taken by the President and Senate 
against the Gambetta influence, and the 
stand now taken by the Senate and Presi- 
dent GREVY against the policy represented 
by CLEMENCEAU and BOULANGER seems 
tending to a situation suggestive of dan- 
gerous outbreaks in Paris, revolutions 
and coups d' et at. The storm may blow 
over without wrecking anything, but we 
have reason to congratulate ourselves 
that our system is free from the frictions 
which have produced the impending dan- 
ger in France,

The tenth section of Art. I. of the Fed- 
eral Constitution provides that

But it does not prohibit Congress from 
doing either of these things, and the Su- 
preme Court has held in the legal tender 
cases that a specific power in that section 
expressly prohibited to the States, but not 
prohibited to Congress, may be exercised 
by the latter as an incident of one of the 
powers conferred on it. If, in spite of the 
tenth section, Congress could compel cred- 
itors to accept depreciated greenbacks in 
satisfaction of pre-existing contracts ex- 
pressly payable in coin only, then there is 
in that section nothing to prevent Con- 
gress from regulating commerce between 
the States even to the extent of invalidat- 
ing previously valid transportation con- 
tracts. 

AMERICAN Anglo-maniacs in London 
have put up the price of windows along 
the route of the royal procession and 
choice rooms are said to command as 
much as £50 rent for the day.

Land for the Landless. 
From the Philadetphia Times. 

The proclamation of Secretary Lamar giving 
the land-grant railroads until June 28 to show 
cause why certain indemnity lands shall not 
be opened tosettlement bythe public will, itis 
thought, result in opening from twenty-five to 
thirty millions of acres, an area us large as the 
State of Pennsyévania, to sale and occupation. 
This, taken in connection with the allotment 
in severalty law passed by the last Congress, 
which, itis claimed, willadd 120,000,000 acres 
more tothe public domain, should furnish 
homes for a good many millions of people yet. 
One bundred and fifty million acres is an area 
more than five times as large as Pennsylvania. 
In addition to this there is still avast area 
fraudulently occupied by cattle corporations 
that should be reclaimed and restored to the 
public. If the good work begun by the pres- 
ent Administration is adhered to there will be 
land for the landless foragood while yetin 
spite of the wasteful lavishness of past Con- 
gresees in wing away the public domain. 


Pennsylvania Labor Oppressors.

The reports from Hazelton, Pa., where 
the eviction of coal-miners raised so much 
stir, show that the mining companies pay no 
attention to the law of 1884, ordering the pay- 
ment of employes in cash and forbidding the 
deduction of bills of any sort. They continue 
the company store system, and add to it the 
employment of a company doctor, who is 
paid an annual salary, anc for whose services 
miuers with families are charged 75 cents a 
month, and the single men 50 cents, whether 
they call for the services of the physician or 
not. With 500 employes this makes a tidy 
little sum to add to the profits on coal. One 
man and his son who worked a month for 
Wenze & Co., the evicting landlords, had a 
credit of $3.21 at the end of it. The store bill 
for this poor miner's family was $47.15, a sum 
which wili keep an ordinary family in a scale 
of comfort never {magined about a mountain 
colliery.

The Smoke Nuisance. 


After along, protracted and patient endur- 
ance of the dust nuisance, the citizens of our 
city, by a most vigorous appeal have at last 
brought our city fathers to pass an ordinance 
for the general sprinkling of our streets, which 
it is to be hoped, when put in full opera- 
tion, will make us all feel happy, 80 far as 
the dust is concerned. It will cost a great deal 


ofmoney, but what is that compared to the 
comfort, health and other benefits accruing 
from this measure. 

But there is another nuisance a t deal 
worse than the dust nuilsance—the smoke 
nuisance—of which nobody has as yet said a 
word. It is to rid ourselves of those immense 
black clouds which hang over our city, and 
which, by condensation, not only drop a con- 
tinual rain of soot inside, as well as outside of 
our residences, blackening our finest build- 
ings, damaging our goods, our furniture, and 
causing so many lung and other complaints by 
contaminating the air we breathe with the ob- 
noxious gases which emanate from this kind 
of an atmosphere. 

The dust nuisance is not continual; every 
rain abates it for a certain number of days, as 
has been the case forthe past several weeks, 
while the smoke nuisance is growing worse 
and worse every day by the erection of the 
numerous nammoth buildings and manufac- 
tories which are the pride of our city and from 
which belch those immense clouds of smoke, 
darkening our streets to such a degree that it 
— — hd possible at times to see one block 
a ea > 

Why should we not have, as in Chicago and 
Cincinnati, an ordinance compelling all the 
users of steam to reduce the smoke to the 
lowest possible point. Where it hus been re- 
duced to such a minimum, the smoke is 
— oe now considered a nuisance in those 
cities. 

But,“ remarked some of my friends with 
whom I have often conversed on that subject, 
„nothing has yet been invented to obtain 
such results, and itis absurd to try what can- 
not be accomplished.’’ 

lam of a different opinion on that subject. 
It is more than absurd to sup that among 
the hundreds of patents that have been 
granted for reducing or preventing the smoke 
none have given any 
they are all worthless. If such was 
the smoke nuisance would be as bad, ob- 
ably worse, in Chic and in Cincinnati than 
itis now in St. Louis, while competent per- 
sons affirm that, since the smoke ordinances 
have been adopted and enforced in the above 
named cities, the smoke has beén reduced 
from 75 to 8 per cent. 

Now, isnotthe smoke nuisance worthy of 
being investiga¥ed? Would it not be proper to 
bave some of the best improvements tested 
and a committee of competent men ap ted 
for that purpose, with instructions to report 
the results of said tests tothe Munici As- 
sembly and to the Board of Public Improve- 
ments? And even if those teste were made at 
the expense of the city, such expense would 
be a mere trifle as compared with the bene- 
ficial results that may be obtained therefrom. 

The difference betweenthe dust nuisance 
and the smoke nuisance consists in this 
namely: To avate the firstis very costly, an 
it is a continual source of expense, while the 
latter, though the first cost may be expensive, 
is, in the long run, more than sole Paying. by 
reason of the saving of the fuel involved in the 
use of such improvements. 

But, saving of fuel or not, the smoke nuisance 
ought to be abated as well as the dust nuisance, 
whatever may be the cost. 

Let us have the cleanest and healthiest city 
in the world if it can be accomplished; and if 
such athing cannot be done, let us at least 
have the satisfaction of knowing that we have 
done our best to obtain it; and we ought to 
— if we make earnest efforts in that di- 
rection.

A HOT FIGHT. 


„Bill“ Chandler’s Race for the New Hamp- 
shire Senatorship. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPatTcn. 

OConcorkD, N. H., June 2.—Preparations are 
already being made for one of the hottest and 
hardest fought Senatorial contests in the his- 
tory of the State. The fight is for the chair 
made vacant by the death of Senator Pike, 
which is now temporarily filled by ex-Gov. 
Cheney, Who was appointed by the Governor 
to fill the time till the Legislature should meet 


and elect a successor. The leading aspirants 
are ex-Secretary of the Navy W. E. Ohandler 
and ex-Senator Rollins. Both men 
are anxious for the honor, but are 
determined that in no event shall the 
other get it. Both men have large followings 
and the splitin the Republican ranks is so 
clearly defined that it is doubtful whether 
either can collect strength enough to secure an 
election. ‘*Bill’’ Onandler, as he is everywhere 
known, is uniting his forces for the nomina- 
tion on the first ballot in the caucus. If he se- 
cures this the Rollins faction will combine 
with the Democrats and defeat him, if possi- 
bie, in the Legislature. The present fight is 
more than an ordinary contest and has a his- 
tory dating back to the time when Rollins was 
a candidate in 1883 and was defeated. He attrib- 
utes his defeat to Chandier. Rollins has never 
— 4 — the attitude of Chandler at that time, 
and whatever chance he hus now of securing 
the Senatorship, he will gladly waive it to de- 
feat his old enemy. Chandler has made up his 
mind to have the State and is putting out 
money freely. He has had a room and head- 
quarters at the Eagle Hotel for a long time,and 
his lieutenants are busy attending to the wants 
of the new members of the Legislature, who 
have just arrived. Chandler began to lay his 
pipes for the Senatorship away back in the 
town caucuses. In this way he has got a 
following of men in the present session who 
owe their seats to his influence. One notable 
case in the early fight of the towns was in the 
village of Bow, just outside of Concord, where 
for three days there was a deadlock and a final 
compromise on a neutral man for Senator. It 
is for the votes of the members like the latter 
that both Chandler and Rollins are working 
hard.

The oe thing about the opposition to 
Chandler is that it does not materialize. A 
number of the veterans are waiting to trip 
him up, and he is not reassured by 
their seeming indifferenée.

Marston’s old friend, Mace Tappan 
has gone over to the majority, and he does no 
quite like the idea of making common political 
cause with Rollins; but they are both net 
Chandler aad may forget their old dislike for 
each other.

Secretary Buchanan Impressed With the Sin- 
cerity of the Salt Lake Saints—An Earnest 
Scotchman—A Temple for Christ's Abode

Mr. Samuel Buchanan, Secretary of the St. 
Louis Raliway T. M. O. A., has returned from 
the International T. M. C. A. Convention at 
San Francisco, which opened May 10 and con- 
tinued through tothe 15th. The convention was 
agreat success, but Mr. Buchanan says the 
arrangements for the entertainment 0 
the 850 delegates were so extensive they 
were busy sight-seeing, enjoying excursions, 
and attending banquets and receptions. When 
the St. Louls delegates’ car was about fifty 
miles from Frisco it was met by a parlor - oar 
beautifully decorated with fruits and flowers. 
In this perfumed bower they rode into the 
city. The general convention was attended 
by representatives of every State and Terri- 
tory and of Canada, and the chief object 
of meeting so far West, that of arousing inter- 
estin the work on the Pacific slope, was at- 
tained, if they could judge at all fromthe re- 
marks heard on every hand from the business 
men of the.city. After the! convention. the 
secretaries held a conference at Oakland, 
across the bay. This beautiful suburb, Mr.

THE CHINESE. 

A visit to Chinatown was taken by all the 
delegates. This district is about as rene | as 
from Olive street to Poplar and three or four 
blocks wide. Ohinese guides are neces- 
sary to a proper inspection ot this 
interesting locality. Although the vis- 
itors went through every ortion 
of Chinatown, through the ighest 
and the lowest places, they never met with 
the least discourtesy. Mr. Buchanan wonders 
it any other distriet so clannishly populated 
would present such evidences of courtesy. 
The Chinese women are little bits of tots, 
about the size of the American giri of 10 or 12, 
but they are clean and neat and look cute 
because of their cool tidiness. The Chi- 
nese are tolerated by the ublic, but 
everywhere are signs of the irrepressible 
conflict, in the shape of chalk inscriptions on 
fences with such fulminations as these: 

‘*Down with Chinese labor. 

„The heathen are an abomination in the 
sight of the Lord.

A MORMON MEETING, 

But one of the most interesting features of 
the trip wasthe visit to Salt Lake City last 
Sunday. There they heard youn 
Taylor, the 24-year-old son of Presi- 
dent Taylor, address 7,000 Mormons. 
He is a bright young chap and spoke fluentiy 
for an houranda half, with a rest every half 
hour, when he would sit back and rest afew 
minutes as if pas fresh inspiration. He 
wus surrounded during his address by the old 
ciders, who kept him well prompted. There 
were la number of gentiles in the audience

He pointed to the 
walls of the new temple, which 
are twelve feet thick at the top, andasked why 
they were made so thick. ‘‘Why,’* was the 
frank repiy, ‘‘Ohristis to come and reigna 
thousand years and we wantit strong enough 
to last that time. The speaker was a big, 
open-eyed Scotchman, and he was asked how 
he came to surrender his old belief. ‘‘Well,’’ 
he said, *‘I thought this was along the line of 
truth, and so I came here. 
SINCERITY OF THE MORMONS. 
Secreta Buchanan found the Mormons 
ving evidence of sincerity. They believe 
that theirs is the restored religion, that the 
ntiles have lost many of the truths and that 
god commissioned Joseph Smith to lead the 
religion which is to straighten things out. 
Their polygamy, they claim, is sanctioned by 
the Old Testament and it is surprising to see 
the strong Biblical argument they wili make 
for the ‘‘many wives’’ system.

BIG FIRES. 


The New York Insurance Companies Heavy 
Losers by the Recent Fires. 


New YORK, June%,—The Tribune says: Ru- 
mors of failures of fire insurance companies 
were flying about thick and fast among insur- 
ance men yesterday. They, were caused by 
the three large fires of last week—the Belt 
Line car stables, Palmer’s cooperage, in Wil- 
liamsburg, and John 8. Richards’ warehouse 
at Westani King streets, on each of which 


certain companies, which had already sus- 
tained large losses this year, had unusually 
big lines. In the five months since Jan- 
u 1, the number of fires’ entailing 
large losses has been greater than in any simi- 
lar period since the many fires in the dry- 
goods district in 1879. he result has been 
that several companies have been ‘‘hard hit,’’ 
as the expression is, and if they do not suc- 
cumb they will probably be obliged to pass 
one or two dividends. e largest loser in the 
fires of the last week was the Phenix Compan 
of London. It hada line of $28,750 on the Belt 
Line stables and $47,500 on the Williamsburg 
cooperage and its total loss on the two 
cannot fall far short of $60,000. These are ab- 
normally large amounts to place on single 
risks, but it was explained by one of the of- 
ficers of the company in this way: ‘‘We began 
on May 1, 1886, to increase our lines of insur- 
ance on certain classes of risks and to issue 
policies for from $25,000 to $50,000. It was, ina 
measure, 4 new departure, and we 
placed this kind of business ina separate 
department known as the Jumbo Line Depart- 
ment. As we assumed big risks we naturally 
expected big losses and calculated that we 
would be able to pay out $10,000 a day without 
impairing our surplus. Thus far we have 
been successful beyond expection, and not- 
withstanding the large losses of the past few 
days, our premiums have been considerabiy 
more than enough to keep us even.’’ 
A RUN OF GOOD LUCK. 

Another of the companies which was said to 
be affected by the recent fires is the Fire Asso- 
ciation of New York. This was organized less 
than a year ago with a small capital and has 
made a specialty of placing large lines, run- 
ning as high as $20,000. Early in March it had 
two large losses and was involved to the ex- 
tent of $20,000 in the Williamsburg cooperage 
fire, and $3,000 in the King street warehouse 
blaze. Vanderbilt Allen, the president, said that 
even if this was a total loss, which he doubted, 
his company would not be seriously affected 
as it had had an usually goed run of luck, not 
having had a fire forthe first six months of 
its existence, and extremely few since. It 
was impossible to learn yesterday the full 
amount of insurance on the King street fire, as 
many officers of the companies interested 
were too busy adjusting other losses to 
be present at the meeting of the Board of 
Underwriters, butitis believed to be $264,000. 
The American Insurance Company placed 
$80,000 on the building, which is owned by

A GRAND SCHEME. 


The Project of Building a Great Protestant 
Episcopal Cathedral. 


NEw YorK, June 2.—The building of a great 
Protestant Episcopal Cathedral in New York 
City has long been a favorite project with the 
church authorities here and the many liberal 
and charitable members of that prosperous 
and flourishing denomination. The scheme 
has been pushed quietly for the last three or 
four months, and the trustees have made 
progress enough, as they think, with 
subscriptions. and promises of sup- 
port to put the plan now before the 
public. Bishop Potter issued an address last 
night setting forth the need for, and purposes 
of, the new cathedral. It will be broadly 
natiopal and popular in character and serv- 
ices, and a most noble and striking ornament 
architecturally to the city. The Bishop’s ad- 
dress was issued rather unexpectedly late last 
night, and so secret has the whole 
plan been kept that it will come as 
a surprise to most of the church- 
men even in this diocese. The new 
building will be called The Cathedral of St. 
John the Divine.’’ Few details, except that it 
must be built in some conspicuous and fitting 
part of the city have been decided upon. The 
structure, they say, will probably cover two 
ordinary blocks, and will, of course, be many 

ears in building. Thestyle will be Gothic 
But no designs or plans nave been drawn. f 
carried out on the scale promised, ‘‘The 
Cathedral of St. John the Divine“ will be 
about four times as large as St. Patrick’s. The 
choir will be built first, perhaps. It alone will 
cover as much ground as Old Trinity. 

The whole building, it is estimated, will cost 
$6,000,000. Several hundred thousand dollars 
have already been raised by subscription. The 
givers are not all of the Protestant r oe 
Church. D. Willis James, a Presbyterian, for 
instance, has put his name down for $100,000, 
and other subscriptions are looked forward to 
confidently from Methodists, Congregational - 
ists, Baptists, Unitarians, men of all creeds 
and faiths who may find interest enough in 
the at building, simply as a piece of much 
needed architectural art.

DEFEATING JACK FILES IN FORTY-FOUR 
HARD FOUGHT ROUNDS. 


The Chicago Man Gives Reagan a Good Bat- 
tle—Details of the Fight—On the Verge 
of the Big Spring Meeting — How the 


Browns Played Ball at Brooklyn—Sport- 
ing News of All Sorts—Gossip of the Turf 
and Sparks From the Diamond. 


NEw YORK, June 2.—The third attempt to 
effect the hard glove fight between Jack Files 
of Chicago and John Reagan of Brooklyn, for 
$1,400 in stakes, gate receipts and a $50 a side 


selves in the ring, was successful last night. 
The men fought for nearly three hours early 
this morning in a dancing pavilion, thirty 
miles up the Hudson, and Reagan won bya 
knock-out blow on Files’ jawin the forty- 
fourth round. About 100 spectators were 
present, although the greatest efforts were 
made to keep the place of meeting and de- 
parture of the excursion steamer, with the 
men and their ‘backers, a profound secret. 


The battle was one of the best ever witnessed. 
Both men fought cooly and carefully. It 
seemed, after the terrible rally in the tenth 
round, as if Reagan could have won earlier, 
had he gone in to force matters, but the care- 
ful adviser who stood in his corner would al- 
low him to 
TAKE NO CHANCES. 

Once Files’ second told him to rush the 
fighting, thinking Reagan was dazed, but the 

oungster could hit with the veteran every 

ime. The men shook hands at the call of 
time for the first round a little after midnight. 
Both hold very high guards. Reaganled three 
times before Files responded at all, but 
he avoided each attempt of his — 2 
ponent with ease. Files straight 
countered once hard on the mouth, Reagan 
beautifully ducked a wicked left-hander a sec- 
ond later, and then torced Files to the ropes, 
banging at his body with both hands. The 
seventh round found both men still cautious, 
but Files sent in his right and won first knock- 
down. Reagan 22 up and rushed in, but 
Files had the better of the exchange, forcing 
his man to the ropes and his friends were ju- 
bilaht when the men went to their corners. 
Files got in 
A S8PLENDID LEFT-HANDER ' 
as they met for the next round and won first 
blood—the double event—from Reagan’s nose. 
Files’ friends were uproarious as he sent Rea- 
gan’s blood flying with another blow on the 
nose. Reagan’s eye was now black and 
swollen, and Files’ cheek was cut and bleed- 
ing, as was his left side. They sparreda mo- 
ment, then cut right in and —— the hardest 
round of the battle. The exchanging in the 
middle of the ring was terrific. They ex- 
changed both hands and the spectators held 
their breath and shouted themselves hoarse 
alternately. Files had the best of it, but could 
not get in that knock-out blow he was dying 
to land. 
THE EXCITEMENT WAS INTENSE. 
The next hard round was the thirty-third. 
There was great fighting. Files was forced to 
the ropes.” Reagan won his first knock-down 
in the thirty-fourth round, pushing Files to 
the ropes and knocking him clear outside the 
ring. There was some good work in each of 
the following rounds. racey asked Power— 
the second—in the forty-second round for a 
little resin for his man’s feet. The request 
was readily granted. This round was a good 
one, but only play to the succeeding one. 
Reagan had things his own way now. He 
banged Flies on the jaw, and sent him to the 
ropes as he pleased. The veteran, with a 
lum on his cheek as large as a potato 
and blood streaming from eyes and mouth, 
RESPONDED GAMELY. 

The 8 boy was all too strong for 
poor Files in the forty-third round, and Tra- 
cey claimed foul so often that Reagan 
was given very little chance to 
do any in-fighting. The forty-fourth 
round lasted ess than two minutes. 
Files was rushed from one part of the ring to 
another, and a right-handed smash on the 
jaw sent him to the floor in a heap. His head 
struck the floor and when the time-keepers 
said the ten seconds were up he lay there still. 
Three cheers were given for Johnnie Reagan, 
welter-weight champion of America. The 
men were hurried aboard the steamer and her 
lines cast off. They had been at it four min- 
utes short of three hours, and it was now al- 
—.— daylight. Files’ hands were badly in- 
jured.
